That in the third and fourth classes

Concerning the 
public impression 


that one cent postage Is probable in 
the near future. Mr. Madden says it is 
altogether too soon to consider a re 
duction of the letter rate of postage 
on the basis that the reforms in sec- 
ond class mail matter 
will 
save 


enough to the government \o com 
pensate it for the loss of revenue 
through the reduction 
of the letter 


rate. 
"Had the proposed four cents 


per pound rate and this anticipated 
rate of one cent ptr one-half ounce 
for letters existed 
during the last 


fiscal year." Mr. Madden says, ''the 
result, based upon an estimate, would 
have been an aggregate estimated de- 
ficiency of $19,000,000. 
Thus, even 


under an increase in the rate of post- 
age on periodicals as recommended it 
will not be practicable to establish a 
one cent letter rate before the postal 
service is thoroughly 
adjusted, not 


only to the reforms in second class 
mail matter, out also to the enormous 
expenditures necessary to completely 
and hatihfactory e&tabllsh rural free 
delivery system 
The postal system 


is largely monopolized by publishers 
with more than two-thirds of the total 
weipht of all mail matter from which 
revenue is derived, for which they pay 
about one-twenty-fourth of the total 
postage revenue" 


Mr Madden recommends that con- 


gress I"' «'<|M<".te<' to pass a law allow- 
ing a reply envelope and reply postal 
card service under a piaii foi the col- 
lection of postage at the place of de- 
livery rather than at the place of 
mailing 


On Experiments. 


Mr Madden says nearly $(,ftwi<)(>0 


were expended during the year on ac- 
count of experimental rural free cle- 
Inorv. and that had it not been for 
this l.iri;e expenditure the postal M r- 
vice fur the fiscal \ear 
11(02 
would 


have been self-sustaining, and would 
nave had more than $l,'HiO.O(M) to hih 
credit. 


The report points* out a number of 


still existing abuses, among the most 
flagrant of which aro stated to be the 
abuse of the sample copy privilege 
and the offering of premiums to sub- 
scribers.
